Austen Chamberlain, 
government spokesman hi commons, 
had plainly intim ated before the vote 
was taken th a t if the bill were de­

Sir Laming W orthtngton-Evans, se­ 
cretary of state for war came forw ard 
in defense of the Irish free state act 
when debate upon that measure was 
renewed in the house of commons to­ 
day. The w ar secretary declared that 
the British governm ent had taken 
the proper attitude and he denied 
that the treaty robbed 
Ulster 
pro­ 
vince of any rights conveyed under 
the 1920 partition act (under which 
the present U lster government was 
created.)

•‘UNCLE JOE” CANNON TO QUIT CONGRESS— 
WITTY SPEECH. 


The weight of nearly eighty-six years, almost forty-five of 
them passed in Congress, has forced “Uncle Joe” Cannon to plan 
to retire from public life at the close of this session. 
“The grand old man” of the House of Representatives, its 
oldest memb , Speaker for eight years, and one of the most pic­ 
turesque figures in the body, will not seek re-elction. 
December 29, when “Uncle Joe” attained the distinction of 
having served for the longest aggregate period of any one ever 
elected to the United States Congress, was given almost entirely 
to honor of the elder statesman. “Uncle Joe” answered with the 
usual graceful wit, an answer that might well be repeated as he 
leaves the men who eulogized him that day. He said: 
“Mr. Speaker, we have had so many of these wakes that I 
am beginning to wonder if I am not already realizing the hopes 
of those who desire to return from the other shore and continue 
to communicate with their friends who are still participating in 
the ordinary affairs of this mundane sphere. But it is a compli­ 
ment that I appreciate from my fellow members of the House, and 
I thank my personal friends and colleagues for sentiments which 
I fully reciprocate. 
“I realize that it is a rather long time that I have been here, 
but it has not seemed long, for time never drags in the House, 
and the realization of the years that have come and gone comes 
to mer only when I look into the faces of my colleagues and note 
the changes. 
“I am reminded that in that year of 1872 my friends, Rainey 
and Mondeli, at the age of twelve, were beginning to figure life 
in percentages, while Rodenberg, at the age of seven, was win­ 
ning his way with ‘you’d scarce expect one of my age,’ and the am­ 
bitions of Gaude Kitchin and Nick Longworth, at the age of 
three, were centered about their first pants.”

TONIGHT 


Ireland, being now by way of becoming a self-governing nation 
is busy figuring out for itself a system of coinage and postage 
stamps and a flag. And the flag is not the least of these problems. 
The question is, whether the Irish flag is to remain blue. 
No, gentle reader, that is not an error. In spite of the in­ 
grained belief of the world in general and perhaps of 95 per cent 
of the Irish themselves, the official Irish flag is not, and never 
has been green. 
There is detailed and conclusive testimony to 
much, and w hat can 
be 
this fact, from London and Dublin; and when those two capitals , change them ? cif course 
agree on anything, it must be true. The genuine Irish king ap­ 
pears as a “quartering” on the British Royal Standard, consist­ 
ing of a stringed harp on a background of sky-blue 
The Irish 
themselves have never officially changed that color. 
It is all right. The “Emerald Isle” is, indeed, of a wondrous 
green in its vegetation, but its sky is'just as wondrous a blue. 
One color is intrinsically as good as the other, no doubt. And yet 
something seems to tell us that when the statesmen at Dublin 
get through with the matter, that flag will be as green in fact 
as it has ever been in fancy.

HEALTH EDUCATION. 


That education is one essential to the development of public 
health is emphasized in the Bulletin of the California State 
Board of Health. A law, a health officer and a placard tacked on 
the door are not enough to stop a contagious disease. The "whole 
community needs to know something about the cause of the dis­ 
ease and about preventive measures as well as about treatment 
and cure. 
_ One city health officer maintains that 95 per cent of dipther- 
ia in this country could be prevented if public ignorance could 
only be changed to knowledge of the protective methods to be 
used against it. 
There are many evidences that education in public health is 
making steady progress. Local health departments and officials 
are nearly always to tie found on the side of education and pre­ 
vention. Other welfare agencies and public schools are carrying 
on the pro^p am with a real spirit of co-operation and an amazing 
amount of ingenuity in popularizing the subject. 
Statistics have been presented which show' that all this work 
is bearing fruit in the actual decrease 
in 
mortality 
rates 
in general and in certain specific diseases which have been the 
subject of concentrated campaigns.
